VANDEVER’S ANSWER. 


LYNCH’S ALLEGALPIONS FLATLY 
AND KULLY DENIED. 


The Ahkoond of Swat Again Tumbied 
Over—His Absurd and Untenabie 
Allegations of Fraud 
Sky-high. 


Following is the answer, in full, of Gen. 
William Vandever, Congressman-elect from 
the Sixth California District, to Joseph D. 
Lynch’s notice of contest. The answer 
was yesterday served on Lynch in per- 
son, at San Francisco, by Gen. Vandever’s

Wine- ers. 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Charles A. Wetmore pre- 
sented the Pure Wine Bill before the Viti- 
cultural Committee tonight. It defines pure 
wines as being the product of grape juice 
only, and that fortified wines shall contain 
nothing other than grape spirits for the pur- 
pose of giving them the requisite alcoholic 
strength. No coloring matters shall be 
added which are not pure products of grapes. 
No foreign fruit grapes nor spirits imported 
from foreign countries shall be used in the 


manufacture of wines for any purpose. 
Nothing deleterious shall be and no 
distilled spirits shall be added except 


for the purpose of preservation. The use 
of tannin to excite fermentation is a 
and also sulphur fumes to disinfect codp- 
erage. and albuminous substances for 
clarifying. The bill also makes it a crimi- 
nal offense to sell wines otherwise than | 
designated in the bill. This act shall not 
apply to imported wines and liquors, except 
when they contain deleterious substances. 
It is further provided that this act shall not 
apply to current wines, no wines made 
from fruits other than pes, providing 
they are distinctly labeled as being the pro- 
duct of other fruits than grapes. An ex- 
ception to the act is made in the case of 
pure champagne, to permit the use of 
sugar in sweeteningfthe same.

Sudden End of the Strike in 
New York. 


Obedience Refused to the Order Call- 
ing Out More Men. 


The ’Longshoremen Trying to Re- 
cover Their Abandoned Jobs. 


The Labor Leaders Issue a Fresh Order Telling 
the Men to Work—The Tied-up Boston Car 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The order of District Assembly, 
No. 49, issued last night, calling on the 
brewers of the city and the engineers em- 
ployed on the steamship and railroad piers 
to go on a strike today, so far as the piers of 
the river fronts are concerned, has proved a 
dead-letter. A visit to the docks this morn- 
ing failed to discover a single in- 
stance where stationary engineers had 
quit work. A visit to the brewers showed 
that all the employés were at work, and the 
men stated that they have positively refused 
to obey the order to stop work and join the 
army of strikers. 

The eccentric engineers refused point- 
blank to obey the order of the district as- 
sembly of Knights of Labor. At the head- 
quarters of the assembly this morning the 
reports of delegates who had n sent out 
to see what steps the engineers were takin 
in the matter of obeying the order, sta 
that the men refused to quit work. Reports 
from the different breweries were equally 
discouraging, avd it was generally admitted 
that the last effort of District Assembly, No. 
49, had proved a failure. A number of 
"longshoremen stood around headquarte 
and several openly declared that they woul 

o to work unless more financial aid from 

heir union was granted them. A similar 
opinion was expressed by other men, and it 
would not be surprising if there were a gen- 
eral break in the ranks of the strikers at 
any moment.
